Similar insulation projects have been undertaken in Saline 
(’ounty, with additional efforts to be conducted soon in Pettis 
County. 
“ We wanted to do something that wouldn’t be out of this 
world or strictly theoretical, .something that could result in 
immediate concrete results,” she said. “ It’s common knowledge 
that, with proper insulation, a home can be both heated and 
cooled less expeasively and with a lesser amount of fuel and 
energy.

Donald S. Lamm Sr.. 1303 South Osage, a 
prominent Sedalian. died at 6 p.m. 
Saturday at his home He was 84. 
Lamm, a retired attorney, was active in 
local civic and business affairs most of his 
life. He served as a Bothwell Hospital 
Board of Trustees member, vice-president 
and director of Sedalia Bank and Trust Co.. 
and chairman of the Stnialia Centennial 
Ceremony, which netted the city some 
$17,000 for youth work 


He was born July 12.1889. in Si'dalia, son 
of the late Henry and Grace .A Rose 
Lamm 
In October. 1919. he married Mildred

Nixon tax review continues 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A congressional committee found 
that 
President Nixon 
incorrectly took a $70,000 tax de­ 
duction for giving papers to the government in 1968, but he ap­ 
parently won’t have to pay additional taxes for it 
Nixon has agreed to pay about $465,000 in back taxes and 
interest assessed by the Internal Revenue Service for the first 
four years of his presidency. 1969 through 1972 But the IRS 
didn’t audit his 1968 return, and the statute of limitations has 
run out. 
The staff of the Joint Committee on Internal Revenue 
Taxation, which Nixon asked to review his 1969-72 returns, said 
it also looked at the taxes paid in 1968 
The 1968 study was necessary to determine how the handling 
of Nixon’s first gift of papers to the government differed from 
the handling of the second, much larger gift the next year, the 
staff report said. And it was possible that a carryover of the 
1968 charitable contribution deduction would reduce the 
President’s taxes in following years. 
The committee staff, however, did not audit the full 1968 
return, and Nixon has never made it public. The report said 
only that the papers were appraised at $80,000 and that Nixon 
took the maximum allowable deduction for charitable 
contributions, including $70,552.27 for the papers. This left 
$9,447.73 available for carryover in future years. 
Internal Revenue laws permit a taxpayer to deduct up to 30 
per cent of his adjusted gross income each year for charitable 


contributions, if at least 10 per cent of that goes to a 
government agency such as the National Archives. 
Unlike the case of the $576,000 deduction claimed in 1969 for 
the gift of papers, there were few facts in dispute about how 
and when the 1968 gift was made. The papers were selected 
and appraised in Nixon’s law offices in New York, and a deed 
for them was turned over to the National Archives on Dec. 30, 
1968, just in time to claim a deduction on Nixon’s 1968 tax 
return due the following April. 
The primary question at issue is whether the conditions set 
out in the deed were so restrictive that Nixon was not actually 
giving away the documents but giving away a “ future interest” 
in them 
The future interest section of the tax law was designed to 
close a loophole that allowed taxpayers to give their property 
to a foundation for tax purposes but retain exclusive use and 
enjoyment of the property for life. 
Richard Ritzel. a partner in Nixon’s former law firm in New 
York, told the committee staff the President-elect asked him to 
handle the gift and deduction in mid-December 1968. Several 
days later, he drafted two deeds of gift, one containing 
restrictions on access to the papers, the other without the 
restrictions. 
The staff report added: “ Mr. Ritzel said that President-elect 
Nixon was unhappy with the language of the unrestricted deed, 
so he signed the one with the restrictions ”

Car pools becoming more popular

The high price of gasoline has spurred new interest 
in car pools among people who rejected pleas to get 
together to save fuel, but are willing to team up to 
save money. 
An As.siX’lated Press survey on Saturday showed 
that car pool plans proliferated in the early days of 
the gasoline shortage, but interest declined as 
ga.soline availability grew 
Computer-organized 
pnigrams drew thou.sands 
of applicants, but authorities in many areas were 
disappointed with the number of p<*ople who actually 
participated 
Now. however, with ga.soline prices .soaring up to 60 
cents a gallon in some areas, commuters who drive to 
work are taking a new look at the idea of car pools 
They also are lurtnl by cheafwr parking rates and 
insurance savings offered m some areas 
“ The price of gasoline has gotten to the point 
(where) more people are ready to participate in car 
pools,’’ said John WiKxIward of the Topeka, Kan . 
planning department He said the city had responses 
from 2,500 state employes who indicated they would 
be interested in joining car pools 
Miami radio station WIOD has proces.sed more 
than 2.000 applicants through its computer since it 
start(Hl “ i’ompute-A-Ride” two months age Officials 
say hundreds of people have been matched up, al- 


though they don’t have exact figures “ We have 
switched to promoting the saving of money rather 
than ga.soline as pnces continue to soar, ” program 
manager Ken Warren .said 
Another WIOD spokesman, Mike (’oslello, .said that 
more and more callers are inquiring about e<'onornic 
savings rather than fuel availability. 
The Connecticut 
Transportation ‘ Department 
.said its computers had matched up 75,000 potential 
car poolers Project manager Charles Gudiatis said 
interest in the program declined recently, but added: 
“ We are still getting applications ... because of the 
cost (of gasoline).” 
The Phoenix Mutual Life Insurance Co 
in 
Hartford, ('onn., offered $1 a day to any employe who 
didn’t drive to work The company said it has paid out 
$38,652 in the past four months Travelers Insurance 
offered free parking to car poolers 
('ar pooling hasn’t caught on yet in Jackson. Miss., 
but a city spokeswoman said. “ Once gas 
gets really 
expensive people probably will be (more interested) 
.. People like the convenience of their cars at lunch 
time and you just can’t do that with a car p<K)l ” 
Bonnie Ellington, a labor relations specialist with 
the Federal Aviation Administration in Kan.sas City, 
said she and two other federal employes in a 
computer-matched car pmil are “going to keop it 
going because of high gasoline pnces, not because we 
can’t 4jel gas Once you’ve gotten used to pooling. 


you’re less inclined to abandon it. despite the loss of 
independence.” 
The Idaho Highway Department is working on a 
car pool program, and Boise officials who .studied the 
situation said the establishment of a $47,500 citywide 
car potil program could save $^125,000 per year in auto 
expen.se in the city of 80,000 
Authorities had mixed reports on existing car pool 
programs. Missouri officials said a car ptxil effort 
involving 2,000 state workers in the Jefferson City area 
was working well. Spaces in state parking lots are re­ 
served for cars with two or more riders and officials 
reptirted a 20 per cent drop in the number of parked 
cars 
Various rea.sons were given for lack of interest in 
.some cities and slates. University of Utah officials 
said the results of a car pool program set up a week 
ago were disappointing “ So far it's been much slower 
than we thought it would.” a spokesman 
said 
“Perhaps spring quarter was not the ideal time to 
.start this kind of program There are a lot more 
students and others riding bikes or motorcyles” The 
.spokesman said planners of the car pool program 
hoped for a turnout of 2.500, instead, only 200 persons 
signed up 
Arguments among car poolers were reported in a 
few areas. A Long Island man was charged with first 
degree-assault after he allegedly shot two brothers 
who argued about which .seats they would take in a 
car pool

Airlines as k tax s upport 


NEW YORK (AP) - The two 
biggest U.S. international air­ 
lines say they want taxpayers 
to help support their overseas 
flights, which have been hurt 
by rising jet fuel prices. 
Pan American World Airwavs 
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and Trans World Airlines told 
the Civil Aeronautics Board in 
separate subsidy requests this 
past week that such govern­ 
ment help is needed to keep 
their international flights fly­ 
ing 
The requests, which some 
• calculations indicated could in­ 
volve a yearly tab of about $300 
million, came amid already ri.s- 
ing fares on North Atlantic 
routes and a request to allow 
the two big carriers to talk 
about pooling their resources 
and 
revenues 
from 
those 
routes. 
Pan Amencan said it had al­ 
ready cut back its flights, but 
still estimated a 1974 fuel bill of 
$374 million, up some $204 mil­ 
lion from the year before It 
projected a loss of $85.4 million 
bom international operations in 
the fiscal year ending next 
March 31. 
The airbne said it would bke 
a subsidy covering that loss 
and also $108.6 million to pro­ 
vide a 10 per cent rate of re­ 
turn on investment from inter­ 
national services. 
TWA didn’t ask for a specific 
amount of money, but there 
were estimates that if it wanted 
help on the same terms as Pan 
Am, the bill could be about $100 
million. 
'TWA noted that a gallon of 
international jet fuel which cost 
12.66 cents in February 1973 
cost 42.5 cents two months ago. 
It estimated its international 
operations lost $.30.8 million be­ 
fore taxes in the first two 
months of the year and would 
probably lose $47.2 million for 
the year as a whole, compared 
with a $19.5 million profit last 
year. 
Pan American had earlier 


asked the government for per- 
mi.ssion to talk with TWA about 
pooling resources and revenues 
on North Atlantic routes. 
But the .Justice Department 
this past week argued in turn 
that under such pooling each 
airline “ probably would lose 
the opportunity to surpass the 
other in responsive and con­ 
venient schedubng. more at­ 
tractive or economical equip­ 
ment and other vital com­ 
ponents of service." 


The department noted Pan 
Am had presented evidence it 
was being hurt by fuel costs, 
but contended that the pooling 
idea should be judged by its 
impact on the public, not com­ 
pany balance sheets. 


Air fares on North Atlantic 
routes went up 7 per cent this 
past Monday in a CAB-ap- 
proved plan aimed at counter­ 
ing rising fuel costs. Rates on 
most 
other 
Western 
Hemi­ 
sphere routes will go up a like 
amount in mid-April. On Thurs­ 
day, the CAB approved another 
rate increase which can be im­ 
plemented after the amount of 
the increases are filed by the 
airlines. 


The Labor Department re 
ported at week’s end that 
unemployment 
edged 
down 
from 52 per cent to 5.1 per 
cent in March. The department 
.said the decline wasn’t statisti­ 
cally significant, but it still 
rai.sed some hopes that job 
problems caused by the energy 
crisis might be easing. 


The jobless rate had held 
steady in February and the 
March figure represented the 
first decline in five months.

customs. President Nixon was 
enroute back to America afUr 
his 
trip around 
the world 
following the first moon landing 
in 1969.1 was the pilot of one of 
the President’s back-up planes. 
We stopped in Bucharest, 
Rumania, for a short visit. It 
was late afternoon as I stood on 
the steps of our hotel which 
overlooked a large city square. I 
watched the flow of people 
going home from work. 
Most 
were 
dressed 
in 
clothing resembling pre-World 
War II American styles, except 
that many of them wore fur 
hats. Mingling with this city 
throng were men and women 
whose garb labeled them as 
being from some of the outlying 
villages. A few appeared to be 
sheepherders, and I guessed 
some of the more roughly 
dressed men to be woodcutters 
or miners. 
What a different world this 
was from the Asian one we had 
left only a few hours before. I 
scanned the faces close to me 
and listened in vain for any 
English. 
Suddenly I wanted to talk to 
someone. But I didn’t know any 
Rumanian 
or 
even 
Italian 
which might have helped. 
After a few moments, I heard 
a melody long familiar to me, 
flo a tin g 
c le a r l y 
and 
unmistakably 
above 
the 
confusion of sounds. Someone 
was whistling an old English 
hymn we had sung in our 
church for years. 
Somewhere in that crowd 
there 
was 
a 
Christian. 
Impulsively 1 plunged down 
into the milling throng and 
headed in the direction of the 
whistler. 
Oh, I thought, if only he will 
keep it through another verse! 
I was pushing against the 
flow of the crowd. Still I heard 
the thin, high sounds of the

whistled tune. It seemed to be 
moving away. 
Then, there he was — a man 
dressed in the style of a factory 
worker. He wore a plaid flannel 
shirt, a heavy coarse jacket and 
a Russian-style karakul hat. 
Under his arm was a big black 
lunch box just like the one I had 
carried on my first job. 
I tapped him on the arm, 
talking excitedly at the same 
time. He stopped whistling, 
stiffened 
and 
replied 
in 
Rumanian. We couldn’t speak 
to each other after all. 
Feeling uncertain, I stood 
smiling and I pointed at him, 
then at myself and then above. 
As I did this, I took a deep 
breath and began to whistle the 
chorus of the same hymn: The 
Great Redeemer Now is Nigh. 
A broad smile lit up his face 
and he grasped my shoulders, 
pounded me on the back and 
kissed me on both cheeks in the 
manner 
of 
the 
Eurqieans. 
Without 
wasting 
another 
moment, he began to pull me 
along with him. He kept smiling 
and gestured that we would eat 
together. 
Turning into a side street, we 
suddenly left the din of the 


boulevard behind. It seemed as 
though we lo.st a century in 
time. 
Some 
houses 
had 
high 
thatched roofs, while others 
had Roman arches and carved 
porticos 
with 
galleries and 
wrought iron gates. 
It was one of those old stone 
houses that we finally entered. I 
'stood watching as his family 
hurried to greet him He began 
to whistle the hymn that had 
brought us together and they all 
b r o k e 
i n t o 
e x c i t e d 
conversation. His wife shyly 
shook hands with me and Laid a 
place for me at their table. 
My new friend bowed his 
head to .say grace and when he 
had finished, he nodded to me 
and I gave thanks too — thanks 
especially that there is One who 
can bring all men together, 
even though they are separated 
by 
language, 
customs, 
geography and birth. Thanks for 
Jesus Christ.

United Nations truce observers said 
Israeli forces opened fire on Sy rian troops 
on the Golan Heights front Saturday and 
used warplanes for the first time since the 
October ceasefire 
But Israel said it acted after a small 
Sy rian force crossed the Golan truce lines 
hours before Passover began and at­ 
tack ed an Israeli position on the snowy 
slopes of Mt. Hermon. 


It said Israeli fighter-bombers and big 
guns were called on to repulse the force, 
the Sy rians withdrew after a half hour, 
and that Israel complained to the United 
Nations in Jerusalem 


But Sy ria said the Israelis attack ed a 
Sy rian position on the mountain first. It 
said two Israeli warplanes struck twice in 
30 minutes without inflicting casualties. 
It was the 26th straight day of fighting 
on the embattled Golan and the adjoining 
wedge of land captured from Sy ria in the 
October war. 
Israeli troops still stood on high alert 
along the Arab 
fronts, 
fearful of a 
repetition of the last Yom Kippur holiday 


when 
Sy rian 
and 
Egy ptian 
troops 
launched their attack . 
Also worsening in the Jewish state was 
the political furor stirred by the report of a 
blue ribbon commission fix ing blame for 
Israel’s initial setback s at Yom Kippur. 
Israel’s 
most 
powerful 
opposition 
political leader, Menahem Begin, chief of 
the right-wing Lik ud bloc, called on 
Premier Golda Meir’s government to re­ 
sign. 
Israel’s chief of staff. Lt. Gen. David 
Elazar, alrady has resigned from the army 
because of the report. 
But there was a growing clamor for the 
resignation of Mrs. Meir and her defense 
minister, Moshe Day an, or the entire 
coalition government. 
The Israeli parliam ent will debate the 
commission’s finding Thursday .

Rebels 
attack;

PHNOM PENH. Cambodia (AP) - 
Rebel forces overran three 
government 
outposts southeast of Phnom Penh on 
Friday and Saturday , and more than 400 
soldiers and civilians were either k illed, 
wounded or inissing, survivors said 
About 600 soldiers and their families had 
been manning the defensive positions 
along Route 30 and on Kbal Island in the 
Bassac River 10 miles southeast of the 
capital when Khmer Rouge 
insurgents 
launched heavy attack s three day s ago, the 
field reports said. 
Phnom Penh’s military commanders, 
anx ious to find reinforcements to send to 
two other hard-pressed areas—Kampot to 
the 
southwest 
and 
Oudong 
to 
the 
north—were not able to send relief forces 
to attem pt to join up with the surrounded 
troops southeast of Phnom Penh, officials 
said. 
Kampot is 8 5 miles southwest of the 
capital, and Oudong 23 miles north of 
Phnom Penh. 
In the fighting southeast of the capital, 
government

vehicles fought to within 150 y ards of the 
last occupied outpost Saturday , but heavy 
rebel machine-gun and mortar fire k ept 
the Cambodian soldiers pinned down, one 
field report said. 
Intelligence sources said four Khmer 
Rouge battalions consisting of about 1,000 
men were reported massing near Route 30. 
six miles south of the Phnom Penh suburb 
of Tak hmau. 
Military sources said government forces 
pushed back insurgents in house-to-house 
fighting around Kampot, k illing about 100 
rebels. They reported 69 of their own 
troops were k illed or wounded. About 700

Ervin has praise for press

COLUMBIA, Mo. (AP) - On 
the whole, says Sen. Sam Er­ 
vin, I>N.C., the nation’s news 
me^a “ exercise their rights 
and discharge their responsi­ 
bilities In highly commendable 
fashion.” 
Ervin, speaking to more than 
1,000 persons Friday night at 
the University of Missouri’s 
JournaUsm Week banquet, said, 
“ The ultimate test of one’s de­ 
votion to freedom of speech and 
(rf the p r^ is his willingness 
to tolerate the expression of 
ideas he hates ” 
On the other hand, said the 
chairman 
of the Watergate 
Committee “ the right of a pub­ 
lic official to criticize the press 
and the broadcast media is 
equal with their right to criti­ 
cize him. Besides, a criticism 
of the pre^ or the broadcast 
media by a public official does 
not necessarily constitute an at­ 
tack on freedom of speech and 
rf the press.” 
Earlier in a news conference, 
Ervin said evasion of taxes is a 
criminal offense but declined to 


say whether such an offense is 
grounds for impeachment of 
the president. 
President Nixon has agreed 
to pay $467,000 in back taxes. 
Ervin said investigation of 
the President’s tax records 
might become part 
of the 
House Judiciary Committee’s 
impeachment inquiry He said 
he would not make up his mind 
on impeachment "until I have 
heard a specific charge and un­ 
til I have seen and evaluated 
all of the evidence.” 
In his address, Ervin said the 
fairness doctrine administered 
by the Federal Communications 
Commission can he adminis­ 
tered too often, preventing 
broadcast stations from airing 
controversial issues to avoid 
the economic loss entailed in 
granting of substantial 
free 
time. 
Ervin said the FCC “ flouts 
the first amendment if it re­ 
vokes or refuses to renew a li­ 
cense to broadcast merely be­ 
cause it dislikes the political 
views 
the 
broadcaster 
ex­ 
presses, or applies the fairness 
doctrine in a way which prob- 


lems, in essence, that the gov­ 
ernment has determined the 
truth in respect to any con­ 
troversial subject." 
Ervin said a case could he 
made for the argument that the 
fairness doctrine merely im­ 
poses upon the broadcast media 
obligations which a respoasihle 
press voluntarily assumes, and 
that responsible broadcasters 
would discharge those obliga­ 
tions voluntarily if the fairness 
doctrine were repealed. 


Because the media makes 
society aware of conditions that 
need correction, Ervin said, 
“ violent revolution has no ratio­ 
nal or rightful place in our sys­ 
tem.” 
Ervin cited the following as 
governmental acts or threats 
which show an official lack of 
respect for freedom of speech 
and of the press: 
“ Use of the Army to spy on 
civilians who dissented from 
governmental politices in re­ 
spect to Southeast Asia. 
“ The attempt of the govern­ 
ment to obtain judicial d jrees 
enjoining The New York Times

Patients who cannot eat or

ishment because of surgery or 
other treatment usually receive 
liquid nourishment through a 
vein from a suspended bottle. 
This restricts their activities 
and usually must be done in the 
hospital. 


Solassol and Joyeux also said 
there is a greater frequency of 
infection and blood clotting 
from this type of feeding than 
from their artificial gut, and 
there is a danger air will get 
into the bloodstream. 


Most importantly, this type of 
nourishment can be given over 
a long term exceeding a month, 
they said. They reported on 26 
patients who were successfully 
maintained 
on 
such 
nour­ 
ishment for three to eight 
months.

Storm warning 
system praised 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Despite the heavy loss of life in 
this week s tornadoes, the nation's public warning system 
appears to have worked well, the nation's chief weathermen 
say 
“ Enormous numbers of lives may have been saved," 
Robert M White, head of the Commerce Department's 
National Oceanie and Atmospherio Administration, said 
Friday during a tour of areas hit by the tornadoes. 
"We can't stop acts of God,” White said. He called the 
widespread devastation “ the worst destruction I've ever 
.seen from tornadoes" 
White, Associate Administrator John W. Townsend Jr., 
and National Weather Service Director George P. Cressman 
made the day-long flight to Kentucky, Indiana and Ohio for 
talks with local weather agency officials and for a look at 
some of the multimillion dollar damage from the past 
week’s tornadoes. 
A family of twisters, presently estimated by weather offi­ 
cials at about 90, charged through 14 states, leaving at least 
291 dead, thousands injured, and vast devastation. 
Just outside Louisville, Ky., in a heavily damaged area, a 
woman told the federal officials she took cover in her 
basement after getting the weather service warning that 
the tornado was coming. Her home lost its roof, while other 
houses in the neighborhood were shattered. 
At Cleveland, White told reporters: “ My impression, 
after talking to people in Kentucky, Indiana, and here, is 
that the warning 
system performed very well, that the 
warnings were in time. We talked to many citizens in other 
states who had heard the warnings and had taken cover as a 
result of the warnings.’’ 
White said he concluded “ that quite a few lives were 
saved as a result of the warnings, but that does not say that 
we still can’t do better, and we intend to continue to 
investigate the action of the warning system throughout the 
country ... to uncover any deficiencies that might exist and 
seek remedies for those deficiencies.” 
White said there is a need for a look at community pre­ 
paredness. at local warning systems, and at public educa­ 
tion regarding what to do in case of tornadoes. 


Grey likes 
latest role 


NEW YORK (AP) - Joel 
Grey plays a clairvoyant in his 
latest film “ Man on a Swing,” 
and he claims to some modest 
powers along that line in real 
life, too. 
“ The producers screen-tested 
two or three others, but I just 
auditioned in their offices in 
New York,” Grey said. “ Even 
before the deals were made, I 
knew I was going to get the 
role. Maybe that was the begin­ 
ning of that 
kind of per­ 
ception.” 
Even so, he said, he couldn’t 
see himself in the role of 
Franklin Wills, a man who of­ 
fers to help solve a murder 
through his “ visions.”

“ I ’m very excited about it,” 
he said. “ I still get excited over 
things that work properly. In 
creative things, the difference 
between working and not work­ 
ing is so thin.” 
“ Man on a Swing” is the first 
film for the slim, &-foot-5 per­ 
former since “ Cabaret,” for 
which he won an Academy 
Award. It is also his first major 
nonmusical vehicle. Has he al­ 
ways wanted to be a dramatic 
actor? 
“ I alwajf?} have been,” he 
protested. “ There has never 


been any confusion in my mind. 
It was only in the public’s for a 
period, because I had a fluke 
success as a night club song- 
and-dance man at age 18. 
“ It sort of stepped my ability 
to gain access to roles on the 
stage and in films because 
there are so many stereotypes 
— the pigeonholes that petóle 
insist you fit into And that’s 
my enemy.

my taxes'.’ — Mrs V\’ E R 
A — County .Assessor William McCune informed Hot Line 
that if he or his deputies are denied permission to enter your 
house for the purpose of assessing property, state law 
requires him to estimate as best be can and then double the 
total assessment figures as a penalty. Asi^essors who fail to 
levy such penalties, McCune said, are liable to a fine of $50. 
However, McCune said, “ I haven’t had to do this yet and I 
hope I won't have to. I'm going to make a bona fide attempt 
to secure the cooperation of every person. If one of my 
deputies is denied permission to enter a house, I will go 
there myself and talk to the property owner and see what 
can be worked out." 


Q — Could you tell me who is responsible for the up-keep 
of the drainage ditch running down behind the houses on 
South Wagner drive in the 1600 block’’ The children in this 
area play down there a lot, although I don’t allow mine to 
But they will do it at times when they see others down there.

He said he, 
or a street department representative, will personally 
inspect this particular drainage ditch to determine it’s 
condition. Such inspections, he indicated, are necessary 
before authorization for clean-up can be given.

regulations, all sidewalk construction is privately funded. 
Any decision on whether sidewalks are going to be built in 
the area you mentioned is up to the individual property 
owners involved, and not the city.

In addition, McCune said, the appraising company is re­ 
evaluating, and not assessing, county property. These two 
functions, he said, are different. The county assessor is 
responsible for seeing that county property is assessed 
according to the property evaluation information compiled 
by professional appraisers.

Noted stock forecaster sees bull market

forecaster who has made some 
notably accurate estimates and 
whose word sometimes is taken 
as gospel.

Gould, 72, has been dour in 
his outlook since the mid-1960s, 
when he suggested an end had 
come to a bull market that 
pushed the Dow Jones industri­ 
al average from 92.69 points in 
1942 to more than 1,000 in 1966. 
Since then the average has 
never substantially or for any 
length of time exceeded that 
figure. It dipped as low as 631 
in 1970 and rose to 1,067 early 
in 1973, before descending to its 
present range of 840 to 850 
pcMnts. 


(iould maintains it will break 
out of that range, however, and 
in both directions. After a de 
cided drop, perhaps to under 
7(K) points late this year or very 
early in 1975, he foresees the

AKRON. Ohio (API - Polly 
Keener’s three-story house has 
crystal chandeliers, gold leaf 
picture frames on its walls, 
hand-worked planking for its

Mrs. Keener made to help the 
Women’s Board of Akron Gen­ 
eral Medical Center raise funds 
for the hospital. It brought $450 
in that auction, but Mrs. Keen­ 
er’s father, George Leonard, 
did the high bidding and gave 
the house back to his daughter.

A Kansas City wo man who is 
b lind and su ffering fro m mu l­ 
tip le sclero sis and diab etes has 
had her p ay ments cu t b y a 
third sinc-e Feb ru ary , making it 
difficu lt fo r her to p ay fo r the 
12-15 kinds o f dru gs she needs 
and freq u ent v isits to the do c­ 
to r 
A Kansas City co u p le which 
has ex p erienced a similar cu t­ 
b ack since Feb ru ary has had to 
tu rn to friends, relativ es and 
p riv ate reUef agencies to help 
p av medical, fo o d and rent 
b ills. 
Sp o kesmen fo r state and fed- 


eral agencies say ab o u t 400 p er­ 
so ns hav e b een cu t o ff fro m 
so me p ay ments b ecau se o f an 
administrativ e fo u l-u p The er­ 
ro r was cau sed b y a switch in 
the administratio n o f the p ro ­ 
gram fro m the State Welfare 
Dep artment to the So cial Secu r­ 
ity Administratio n in Decem­ 
b er.

Nix o n anno u nced a week ago 
that he was asking Co ngress to 
cu t ab o u t $800 millio n fro m the 
fiscal 19 74 welfare b u dget, cit­ 
ing a cu mu lativ e lo ss o f 255,000 
p erso ns receiv ing Aid to Fami­ 
lies with Dep endent Children 
’(AFIX’) assistance. 


In actu ality , the AFDC de­ 
cline acco u nted fo r “ju st a 
small p art” o f the su rp lu .se, 
Dwight said, giv ing figu res o f 
$6 7 millio n in redu ced cash 


grants and $16 5 millio n in Medi­ 
caid sav ings.

p ro gram. 
A 4 0-y ear-o ld Kansas City 
wo man, who is b lind, su ffers 
fro m mu ltip le sclero sis and dia­ 
b etes and Up es alo ne, is su p ­ 
p o sed to receiv e ab o u t $45 
mo nthly fro m SSI, $9 4 fro m the 
state and $114 in disab ility b en­ 
efits. 
In Feb ru ary her SSI check 
was ab o u t $100 higher than u su ­ 
al. 
‘‘I called the So cial Secu rity 
o ffice and the co u nty welfare 
o ffice b o th twice and to ld them 
I hav e receiv ed to o mu ch,” she 
said. “I was to ld it was o kay to 
cash it, the mo ney was mine. I 
still waited two weeks b efo re I 
cashed it.”

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Xenia looks to future, but won't forget terror of tornado

XKNIA. Ohio (AP) - They 
are eleaning the streets of this 
quiet family town 
They are 
earting away the rubble, cutting 
up the fallen trees and making 
plans for the future 
Hut they will never be able to 
erase the memory of those 15 
minutes or so when a black 
whirlwind sped up from U S 42 
and cut a path three-quarters of 
a mile wide and seven miles 
long through the heart of this 
town of 25.(KX). 
Forty per cent of Xenia is 
demolished. Si.x of 12 schools 
are laid low Thirty people are 
dead. 1,000 hurt, all from that 
wicked black funnel that .struck 
from the sky late Wednesday 
afternoon 
F]ven now. in their quiet 
moments, the people of Xenia 
offer thanks for their homes 
and their lives 
Ron Anderson. 30. was .sitting 
on the prone water heater in 
front of the cement slab that 
was once his home in the

moved into his new home with 
his wife and two daughters.

Q — I heard that some of the 
gasoline we might be getting 
has some water in it becau.se 
It's bought on the black market 
Is this true"’ If so, how can we 
protect our car'i’ — Mrs. J.W..

.A — There are rumors that 
black market gasoline is being 
sold and that it might 
be 
contaminated“ with some water 
It's also a fact that a number of 
filling stations have had to 
pump gas right down to the 
bottom of their tanks where 
moisture tends to collect. 
You 
can 
protect 
your 
carburetor and engine from 
damage caused by too much 
moisture in the gasoline by 
adding a can of dry-gas or gas- 
line antifreeze once everv' five 
weeks or so (once a month is 
easier to remember). 
You can buy it at gasoline 
stations but it costs anywhere 
from $1.00 to $1.25 a can If you 
buv the dr>“-gas additive at a 


chain store or independent auto 
parts store — on .sale — you can 
get it for a case price that 
comes out to around 20 to 25 
cents a can. Get a ca.se and pour 
a can into the gas tank the first 
of every month or whichever 
date IS easy to remember. 
Put the dry-gas in regularly , 
winter and summer, mechanics 
say. and your engine will have a 
better chance to go longer 
without major repairs 
One other warning Gasoline 
stations, according to law. must 
now 
offer 
no-lead 
gasoline, 
which 
is 
necessary 
for 
upcoming 
anti-pollution 
devices on cars. ()lder cars, 
before 1971-72 mobels. should 
not use no-lead gasoline. Check 
your car's manual to .see if your 
car can take no-lead. .Some cars 
made in 1971 or 1972 can take 
no-lead but not all the time.

The gasoline lines, the re­ 
newed emphasis on mass tran­ 
sit, the skyrocketing utility bills 
are all things people in rural 
America have read about. Hut 
in most cases they’ve seen little 
of them 
The energy crisis, like other 
sudden changes in the country’s 
lifestyle, has had some impact 
on rural America. But it is less 
noticeable and more likely to 
be Ignored than in the cities 
and suburbs. 
The problems of the cities 
generally 
reach 
the 
rural 
areas, but in a diluted form. 
And the millions of people who 
live there for the most part go 
about their daily lives much the 
way they always have. 
Associated 
Press 
reporters 
who visited rural communities 
in five states in recent weeks 
reported there have been some 
changes because of the energy 
crisis. But the problems endur­ 
ed by many cities and suburbs 
translate 
into 
aggravations 
rather than 
crises for rural 
areas. 
It is almost impossible to 
gauge what impact the energy 
situation will have on the future 
of small towns. But many who 
live there find it hard to believe 
any 
lasting 
changes will 
be 


forced upon them with the ex 
ception of high prices for gaso^ 
line 
.Most rural areas visited by 
AP 
reporters 
have 
endured 
some changes 
(lasoline prices are highei, 
and a few service stations have 
gone out of business. Small mo­ 
tels have experienced a dro[) in 
business. 
—Citizens 
generally 
keep 
their thermostats lower 
—Some local stores report in­ 
creased business because local 
residents 
are 
less 
likely 
to 
drive f)0 miles or .so to urban 
shopping centers Other .stores, 
such as clothing concerns, re­ 
port a drop in business, and at­ 
tribute it 
to local 
residents 
spending less because of higher 
prices for food and gasoline 


—Local residents who drive 
considerable distances to shop 
or to watch the local 
high 
school athletic teams are more 
likely to form car pools, and 
they aren’t 
taking as 
many 
trips. 
“ There’s been really no gaso­ 
line shortage here,” .said Mayor 
Shelby Combs of Nicholasvilie. 
Ky 
“ If it <the energy crisis) 
were to get worse I don’t know 
what would happen here. I sup­ 
pose we could be hurt, but we 
haven’t been yet ” 
John Sutherland, an automo­ 
bile 
dealer 
in 
Nicholasville. 
said “ people around here were 
looking-for small cars for a 
while, but that’s beginning to 
change already ” 


All of which is not to say the 
latest American cri.sis hasn’t 
been felt in Nicholasville. One 
local motel reported its busi­ 
ness down 40 per cent and 
some residents said they were 


to

Wis c ons in c ouple ra is ing wolv e s

SHAWANO. W is .(A P )-S till 
night air covered the woods of 
east central 
Wisconsin as a 
family of three prepared to re­ 
tire for the night. 
Suddenly, the cry of a timber 
wolf 
broke 
the silence 
and 
brought echoed cries from oth­ 
er wolf throats. 
“ They really enjoy howling.” 
Joan 
Gehr 
explains. 
“Many 
times it’s almost like a ritual 
with us.” she adds. “ Someone 
sticks his head out the window 
and starts howling, and they 
howl with us.” 
She referred to the pack of 
nine wolves living in a fenced 
area of about Dz acres on the 
Larry Gehr land near here. 
The timber wolf or grey wolf, 
once an important predator in 
northwoods areas of the M id­ 


west. is only a rare resident to­ 
day. 


In Wiscoasin, the Department 
of Natural Resources says the 
spread 
of civilization caused 
the 
wolf 
population 
to 
dis­ 
appear during the 1950s. al­ 
though 
occasional 
wanderers 
from adjoining states are some­ 
times spotted. 
The Gehrs say they hope to 
contribute to replenishing the 
populaton of wild wolves by 
restocking some of the animals 
they raise. 
They began the wolf-raising 
venture 
with 
Canadian-born 
male and female animals pur­ 
chased as pups in 1969 and 
1970. 
Two litters later, the Gehrs 
have seven offspring and the 
original pair of wolves living on 
the wooded tract. 


They say living closely with 
the 
wolves 
has 
given 
them 
many insights into the lifestyle 
of the tightly knit wolf family 
and into the character of thè 
wolf itself. 
Mrs. Gehr u.ses such terms as 
“ joyous, 
straightforward 
and 
honest" to describe the wolves, 
adding that they possess a dr\- 
.sense of humor which she can 
interpret from “ the position of 
the ears, the facial e.xpression, 
and the position of the tail” 
The Gehrs are able to pet the 
wolves, 
which 
may 
reach a 
weight 
of 
more 
than 
100 
pounds, but they say they are 
somewhat wary of the wolf 
pack during mating .season. 
“ The wolf considers man ei­ 
ther equal with or below him." 
Mrs. Gehr e.xplained. “ He’s not 
subservient like a dog." 


“ During mating sea.son the 
male wolf can consider man as 
a rival," she said, adding that 
a wolf’s attitude toward man 
will vary with the power of the 
man’s personality, 
Gehr has a permit to salvage 
injured deer, and Mrs. Gehr 
said the wolves are fed a main 
diet of venison from animals 
killed along area highways. 
She 
contended 
that 
the 
wolves would be able to adapt 
to the w'ilds instinctively on 
their 
release, 
although 
they 
might need some help at first. 
So far, the Gehrs are still 
looking for the right situation to 
offer their animals for release. 
“ After all this work we put 
in. I would hate to have them 
shot right away by someone 
who didn't know what he was 
doing." Mrs. Gehr said.

Despite the sho w*me skepticism 
o f many peo ple, the all-v o lunteer 
Army is wo rking, repo rts Secretary 
o f the Army Ho ward H. Callaway . 


When the draft ended o n Dec. 3 1 , 
1 97 2, the Army had 1 0 fully -fo rmed 
co mbat div isio ns. To day , it has 13 
such div isio ns, 1 0 o f which are 
co nsidered co mbat ready . 


“ The Army ’s o n bo ard, it’s mo re 
disciplined, it’s a better Army ,’’ 
say s Callaway . 


What this means is that fo r the 
first time since befo re Wo rld War 
II, 
ex cept 
fo r a 
brief 
hiatus 
fo llo wing the war, the United 
States is 
no t 
rely ing o n co n­ 
scriptio n to fill the Army ’s ranks. 
Fo r the first time in a genera­ 
tio n, y o ung men can plan their 
futures witho ut the threat o f the 
draft hanging o v er their heads. 


Actually , the dev elo pment is 
mo re mo mento us than that. 


Fo r all o f its histo ry , until the 
o nset 
o f 
the 
Co ld 
War, 
the 
peacetime Army was a v o lunteer 
o rganizatio n. But the tiny , neg­ 
lected. so metimes sco rned and 
alway s po o rly equipped fo rces that 
ex isted between the wars hardly 


qualified as armies. They were a 
nucleus o nly , a cadre o f pro ­ 
fessio nals, ex pected to ho ld the 
line if war came, while the natio n 
slo wly mo bilized itself. 


The United States will nev er 
again enjo y that kind o f leisure in 
the ev ent o f ano ther majo r war. In 
this nuclear age, the ex change o f 
missiles wo uld be o v er, and the 
o utco me pro bably decided, lo ng 
befo re the co untry co uld whip its 
civ ilian po pulatio n into a fighting 
fo rce. 


The Army , alo ng with the o ther 
serv ices, must be ready at all times 
—trained, co mpetent and equip­ 
ped—to play whatev er ro les they 
wo uld be able to play in the 
ghastly scenario o f nuclear war. 


As 
fo r 
any 
mo re 
so -called 
“ limited” wars, which scarcely 
seem co nceiv able in the light o f the 
Vietnam ex perience, here, to o , it 
must be the jo b o f a pro fessio nal 
Army . Altho ugh the draft law 
remains o n the bo o ks, the natio n is 
no t likely again to giv e a president 
a “ blank check” to send erstwhile 
civ ilians 
into 
dubio us 
battle.

The monsters of Holy Loch

LO NDON 
- 
Those 
American missile submarines 
look like staying in Holy Loch 
after all, in spite of the Labor 
election manifesto's proposal 
to "seek their removal." 
The knee-jerk reaction of 
the Labor left never had much 
of a base in practical terms; it 
is hard to imagine Harold 
Wilson ever so beholden to the 
forces of anti-Americanism or 
pacifism in his party as to 
evict the Americans from 
within 
shouting 
range 
of 
B rita in 's 
own 
m issile 
submarine base. 
The United States found its 
knees jerking as well; 
it 
trotted out several of its top 
admirals to tell the world that 
the base at Holy Loch in 
‘Scotland 
is 
‘absolutely 
essential" 
if 
its 
missile 
submarines are to be able to 
cover their targets. 


This is true only in the sense 
that Holy Loch is necessary if 
the 
present 
selection 
of 
targets is to be covered as 
effectively as now in the 
cheapest and most convient 
way. Desirable and handy as it 
is. Holy Loch is not absolutely 
essential to the American 
strategic deterrent, nor even 
to that part of it contributed 
by the missile submarines in 
the north Atlantic. 


When a submarine starts its 
patrol it proceeds to the 
nearest "station" — a suitable 
place for lurking under water 
— and covers the closest 
targets. During its patrol, it 
moves progessively forward to 
closer-in 
stations, 
covering 
targets deeper in the Soviet 
heartland, and then comes 
back out along the chain 
again, finishing as close as 
possible to its base, thus 
m ain tain ing 
“ target 
coverage" for as much of the 
60-day period as possible 
A forward base such as Holy 
Loch, close to the patrol 
areas, was required to keep 
the stations within 1.200 miles

Stewardesses will 
get their back pay 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Northwest Airlines has been or­ 
dered to pay back salary and 
interest to stewardesses who 
were paid less than men for the 
same job 
The action came Friday as 
U.S. 
District Judge Aubrey 
Robinson set damages in a de­ 
cision he issued in November 
finding that Northwest had vio­ 
lated the Equal Pay Act and 
Civil Rights Act. 
The actual number of stew­ 
ardesses 
affected 
and 
the 
amount of money involved was 
not known immediately. Robin­ 
son did not specifically apply 
his order to any other airline, 
although it could set a prece­ 
dent in future legal moves. 
In the November decision 
Robinson ruled that Northwèst 
had violated the law by: 
—Imposing a chain of com­ 
mand in which all male cabin 
attendants, regardless of classi­ 
fication or length of service, 
were superior to female cabin 
attendants. 


—Providing a uniform clean­ 
ing allowance for male cabin 
attendants but not for females. 
—Trying to deter steward­ 
esses from bidding on purser 
vacancies and discriminating 
against 
stewardesses 
filling 
•these vacancies. 
—Setting weight limits for 
stewardesses and not for pur­ 
sers and prohibiting only fe­ 
male cabin attendants from 
wearing glasses while on duty. 
—Providing less ejqjensive 
and less desirable layover ac­ 
comodations for stewardesses 
than for male pursers. 
—And paying stewardesses 
lower salaries and pensions 
than male pursers. 
Robinson ordered the airline 
to pay back salary and interest 
to all stewardesses fired since 
1965 for being overweight and 
to reimburse them for each 
time since 1968 that they were 
forced to share a room with an­ 
other stewardess while males 
doing the same work had a 
single room.

Better mileage cars expected 


DETTROIT (AP) — After years of declining fuel economy, 
the auto is expected to stage a big comeback in the 1975 
model year with gasoline mileage improvements very likely 
exceeding 7 per cent. 
The federal Environmental Protection Agency said 
Friday that preliminary results on some 1975-model test 
vehicles showed 
efficiency improvements would be 
greater than anticipated. 
Coupled with increased use of steel-belted, radial-ply 
tires, which the EPA says can cut fuel use an average 10 per 
cent, the improvement could be an important factor in 
dealing with the nation’s petroleum problem. 
EPA deputy administrator Eric Stork said the latest pro­ 
jection was based on the first tests of 1975 cars equipped 
with catalytic converters. The converters will be used on 
most of the new autos to meet tougher pollution standards. 
The agency previously said it expected about a 7 per cent 
average improvement over-all and 11 to 13 per cent for its 


own models will probably turn out to have been too con­ 
servative,” Stork said in a telephone interview from his 
Washington office. 
With the catalysts bearing the burden of emissions control 
in the new cars, auto makers have said they are able to re­ 
calibrate the rest of the engine for better gasoline mileage. 
Automakers have complained of a total fuel penalty of 
about 15 per cent over the past five years because of engine 
and body changes designed to meet federal pollution and 
safety standards. 
Stork said GM will record the largest gain because its 
model line is the heaviest. 
“The greatest savings are going to be on the biggest cars 
because they lost the most and have more to gain back,” he 
said. 
Stork said he could not release detailed test information 
at this time. Release of fuel economy figures is slated to 
coincide with the September model introduction.

Chapin insists on his innocence

A federal district court jury 
of seven men and five women 
on Friday found the 33-year-old 
former appointments secretary 
to President Nixon guilty of two 
counts of perjury and innocent 
on a third 
The maximum penalty on 
each of the two counts is five 
years in prison and a fine of 
110,000. U S 
Di.strict Judge 
Gerhard A Gesell set sentenc­ 
ing for May 15 and invited 
Chapin to submit “ all the infor­ 
mation about yourself” before 
then. He remaias free without 
bond 
“ Obviously I am very dis­ 
appointed,” Chapin told news­ 
men while his wife Su.san stoixl 
by his side 
“ I am going to continue to 
fight for my innocence. On the 
day I was indicted I went out 
on my front lawn and said I 
was innocent. I intend to fight 
this thing all the way through ” 
Chapin, on leave from the po 
sition with United Air Lines 
which he took when he left the 
White House a little more than 
a year ago, showed no emotion 
when the jury announced its 
verdict. His wife broke into si­ 
lent sobs when he came over 
and kissed her 
The jury deliberated nearly 
IIV 2 hours Thursday and Fri­ 
day before reaching its verdict 
on Chapin, the eighth former 
White House aide convicted ei­ 
ther by guilty plea or trial. 
His troubles stemmed from

The one-third who have failed 
have been told the probable 
causes of their problems and 


asked to return for a retest 
after the necessary engine 
adjustments have been made.

The average private car 
runs about I,(K)0 miles per 
month, say 11,(K)0 miles per 
year. Therefore little trouble 
should be expected during the 
first two years of ownership 
New cars have the advantage 
that if. and when, they give 
trouble, it is only necessary to 
call for the dealer’s mobile 
service unit So, as a piece of 
general 
advice 
to

“ Buy a new car and have 
fewer problems.” 
There are strict regulations 
in force concerning the safety 
maintenance of cars. As a 
condition of registration, all 
vehicles in Japan must pass an 
inspection every two years 
(one year for trucks). 
To pass this te.st, every car 
even one which has been 
driven only 20,0()0 miles in 2 
years 
must 
he 
serviced 
completely. 
Thanks to this obligatory 
system, vehicles in Japan are 
kept in a reasonably safe state 
Suspension, brakes, lighting. 


windshield wipers and non­ 
standard 
modifications are 
checked for .safety 
It is advisable for owners to 
get 
more 
f r e q u e n t 
maintenance for their cars, 
such as taking them to the 
dealer’s 
service 
facility 
periodically. However, if this 
is not possible, the driver 
should ask for a quick “ check- 
through” when he stops at the 
gasoline station. 
Service stations are capable 
of simple engine tuning and of 
course they check oil, water, 
tires and spark plugs. 
Japan is a small country and 
the average driving distance is 
short. So the private owner is 
unlikely to wear his car out 
Because of this, he gets by on 
infrequent maintenance. 
There 
are 
very 
few 
enthusiasts who service their 
own ears. I was surprised to 
find how few people even 
washed and waxed their cars 
themselves. In this respect it 
is advisable for the car owner 
to learn to detect problems

Other 
carburetor-related 
defects 
that 
waste 
fuel 
include 
malfunctioning 
automatic choke and dirty air 
cleaner. If the choke is stuck, 
you’ll be getting too much 
gasoline 
in 
the 
air-fuel 
mixture. If the air cleaner is 
dirty, then the air supply will 
be restricted, again creating a 
too-rich mix. In either case, 
you’re dumping excess raw 
gas into the engine 
Any defect in the ignition 
system is likely to create 
misfire 
and 
a 
resulting 
incomplete burning of the 
fuel. Thus raw gasoline will 
end up in the exhaust, both 
squandering fuel and creating 
pollution. 


The role of the ignition 
system is to convert about 10 
volts of primary current from 
the battery to upwards of 
25,000 volts at the spark plug 
firing end. Any defect in this 
system producing less voltage 
is apt to create a misfire. 
Common defects that can 
lead to misfire include worn 
out of fouled spark plugs, 
deteriorated plug cables or 
boots, 
distributor 
or 
coil 
malfunctions. 
If any of these components 
aren’t working right, it is 


possible that the electrical 
charge provided won’t 
he 
sufficient to fire one or rnort' 
spark 
plugs. 
The 
air-fuel 
mixture will not be ignited in 
affected 'cylinders.

Drivmg in Italy is more of 
an adventure than ever. In 
town, the constant traffic jams 
lead to neurosis. Main roads 
are always digged because 
motorists 
use 
them 
in 
preference to the expensive 
toll roads. Those who use the 
tollways find two conditions.

are 
lightly 
traveled, everyone drives too 
fast. The other extreme is 
being forced to go for miles at 
walking speeds becau.se there 
is a jam at the exit or road 
work ahead. 
Symbol oi freedom 
The average Italian, who 
used 
to 
w orship 
the 
automobile as property (at 
least until the mid-’60s), now 
doesn’t value his car more 
than he would a washing 
machine. The automobile is 
no longer the status symbol it 
once was. 
When Fiat in the ’50s gave 
the Italians the opportunity of 
mass motorization, the Italian 
considered the motor-car as a 
symbol of freedom from years 
(rf poverty. With it they were 
buying a status symbol. And 
they kept themselves informed 


on everything relating to a car. 
And they cared for their cars. 
But now this interest in car 
care is oyer. The Italian driver 
puts oil and pi*trol in when 
they are 
ne^ed, but 
he 
habitually forgets to put water 
in the battery until t ^ battery 
is ruined. He lets the tread of 
the tires become worn like 
racing car slicks. At most, he 
washes his car occa.sionally. 
He 
forgets 
his anti-freeze 
altqgether. 


Push to maximum 
Two of the problems that 
today 
Italian 
motorists 
absolutely don’t worry about; 
pollution and fuel. 
Also, Italians in general 
drive with the accelerator 
pushed to the maximum, not 
only when th ^ go fast, but 
even when th ^ go slowly. 
There seems to be an allergy 
to the correct use of gears in 
relation 
to 
economy 
in 
consumption. 
Driving 
with 
minimum 
throttle is completely out of 
fashion; the so-called “egg on 
the accelerator” (advertised 
by a firm to promote economy 
in driving) would continously 
beome an omiet under the 


f(M)t of the average Italian 
driver 
Hut to over-accelerate also 
means to pollute And the idea 
of shutting off one’s motor at 
least in interruptions of traffic 
is an idea that rarely (MTurs to 
our motorists. Everyone is 
afraid if he turns off his 
engim*, 
his 
neighbor 
will 
immediatley take advantage 
and pass him, as In fact It 
liappens. (Even at the cost of 
traveling on the emergency 
lane, 
which 
should 
be 
reserved for emergencies.) 
Rut after all what do you 
think the paleblue exhaust 
fumes ait* for the Italiaas, 
used 
to 
swing 
smoking 
chimneys in the exhau.st pipes 
of thousands of mini motor- 
biked in between the web of a 
chaotic traffic that doesn’t 
lighten even in the season of 
the great fogs in the North? Or 
in comparison with the smoke 
of the pollution in industries?

Spark plugs are supposed to 
have a working life of around 
10.000 miles but it is quite 
possible that they will be “ off- 
song” well before that. 
An 
electronic 
engine 
diagno.sis is not expensive and 
if carried out every 5,000 
miles, any weak spots can be 
located and rectified before 
they develop. Contact breaker 
points in the distributor are 
usually changed at 5,000 mile 
intervals 
but 
I prefer 
to 
change mine every 3,000. They 
cost little and the benefits are 
sure 
starting 
and 
better 
combustion. 
A simple thing which will 
cau.se an over-rich carburetor 
mixture and, therefore, high 
fuel consumption, is a dirty air 
cleaner. This will restrict the 
air intake so that excessive 
fuel 
is 
drawn 
into

combustion chambers and. in 
addition to high consumption, 
performance will be down and 
engine wear up due to dilution 
of the sump oil.

too high or too low the treads

has been proved over many

convinced

devil's 
e.xistence runs counter to the

rationalism as an automatic 
evolutionaiA’ process. ” 
.Most scientists "want to be- 
lie\e that society has become 
so rationalized that it has 
moved out of the nonrational 
world,” he .said. But he added

The new studv. made by the 
Center for F^ilicy Research 
here, found that in nine years

In regard to God. however, 
absolute certainty about His 
existence dropped 8 per cent, 
from 77 to 69 per cent, 
although another 25 per cent 
believed in God with some 
reservations. Only 6 per cent 
registered no beiief. but the 
disbelief was 8 per cent higher 
than before,

polls of the past, the devil now 
appears to be getting his 
due."

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Car s best tires should be in the bock 


When a person buys a new dishwasher, 
he's going to put it where he needs it most 
in the kitchen Safety experts say the same 
rule applies when buying new tires Unless 
the car has front-wheel drive, tires should go 
where they're needed most — on the rear 
wheels 
When selecting a pair of replacement 
tires in the same size and construction as 
already on the car. they should be put on the 
rear 
wheels 
for 
better 
traction 
and 


handling, says Ross R Ormsby. Chairman 
of the Tire Industry Safety Council 
Many, experts feel motorists who develop 
tire problems on the front axle, because of 
skidding or disablement, still have a certain 
degree of control over the vehicle with the 
steering wheel. However, when the problem 
occurs on the rear wheels most drivers have 
no wav to compensate for skids or swerves 
before the vehicle can be stopped 
Tire safety experts from the National 


Bureau of Standards Office of Vehicle 
Systems Research Institute for Applied 
Technology surveyed independent studies 
conducted throughout the country and 
involving thousands of passenger cars Their 
findings appear to agree with the Council’s 
recommendations. 


There is strong evidence that a significant 
number of car owners place least worn tires 
on the front wheels.whereas avarlable 


accident experience indicates the least worn 
tires should be placed on the rear 
Bald tires on the rear appear to be more 
ot a safety hazard than on the front, a finding 
at variance with automotive folklore. And 
bald tires on wet pavement 
make a 
particularly hazardous combination 
Vehicles in accidents have a larger 
number of severely worn tires on the rear 
than on the front, suggesting that it is safer 
to put newer or less worn tires on the rear.”

No one would think of 
mailing a valuable package 
without making sure it was 
wrapped

statistics are correct, most 
people aren’t as careful when 
sending their most precious 
possession on a long journey.

To help make certain you 
and your loved ones have a 
safe and breakdown-free trip, 
here’s a list of items to check 
with your favorite service 
outlet before you depart. 
Brakes, tires, and wheels: 
Have brake linings inspected, 
check fluid levels and seals 
and adjust brakes. Check tires 
for excessive wear or visible 
signs of damage. If needed, 
rotate the tires. Also, check 
wheel alignment and balance 
and make sure your shock 
absorbers are not worn out or 
damaged. 
Vision: Check windshield 


wipers,

lights to make sure they are in 
good condition 
Make sure 
washer reservoirs are filled 
and that all glass and mirrors

What’s important to remem­ 
ber here is that even a C is a 
positive grade. It means the 
man is at least something more 
than a dud. 


Every man on the list excefX 
one — Steve M cQueen — got 
whacked with at least a couple 
of R s, and without exception 
every man received some D’s. 
Even popular Burt Reynolds 
got his share. Despite his high 
total of A ’s, the low grades were 
enough to bring his average 
down to a B. 
Conversely, every man won 
at least a handful of B% and

group won some A'a. Even poor 
old Leonid Brezhnev got one A 
and two B’s. In his own country

Now 18 men are not a very 
broad cross section. But these 
18 men were chosen because, 
for one thing, all of them are 
almost universally known in 
America.

Steve McQueen is the only 
man of the 18 who received no 
R ratings. He won 30 A’s-just

Boyish, puckish McQueen 
has a “neutral” quality-an ab­ 
sence of threatening traits — 
which may be what attracts 
some women to him. The com­ 
posite McQueen admirer’s poll 
answers indicate that she is 
somewhat disillusioned about 
men.

Despite 
all the nasty things that have 
been said about us in recent 
years — that we’re conceited, 
chauvinistic, inept as lovers, 
and so on-theae 100 women 
gave us much higher grades 
than most men might- have ex­ 
pected.

The ]\letv Compute* Crooks: 
The Intrieate Sehemes 
That iVet Millions 
O 


ne morning not long ago, an 
unidentified man walked into 
a Washington, D.C., bank, 
deftly pocketed deposit slips at the 
writing counters and replaced them 
with his own electronically coded 
forms. In the next three days customers 
who came in without a personal de­ 
posit sKp used those “blank” forms. 
Through a computer, their deposits 
went into the invisible bank robber’s 
account. On the fourth day he withdrew 
over $100,000, vanished, and still 
hasn’t been caught. 
That elegant caper is but one of a 
mounting number of computer-assisted 
crimes involving uncounted millions of 
dollars in cash, goods and services. In 
this latest sophisticated crime wave, 
most of the victimized banks, corpora­ 
tions and computer companies don’t 
report their losses because they’re re­ 
luctant to encourage more. Yet in a 
study for the National Science Founda­ 
tion, the Stanford Research Institute 
has collected a file of at least 150 known 
major computer “abuses” in the past 
three years, averaging about $1 million 
per crime. 
Business has probably never been so 
vulnerable to theft,” warns Donn B. 
Parker, a Stanford senior computer 
specialist. 
What can the wizards of the elec­ 
tronic underworld steal through com­ 
puters? Besides embezzlement of cash- 
the most common loot-they have pur­ 
loined trade secrets and computer pro­ 
grams (software) for resale. .Some ob- 
t^n accounts and mailing lists for a 
firm’s competitors. Others have utilized 
the Brain to disguise their own fraudu­ 
lent practices. 
Hidden among the 2,230,000 people 
working with the nation’s 140,000 com­ 
puters, the new breed of thief represents 
the elite in the criminal hierarchy. Typ­ 
ically, he is under 30. very bright, prob- 
ably armed with a degree in advanced 
electronics and ready access to a com- 
Challenged by the notion of 
beating” a complex system, he is apt 
to rationalize that stealing from a bank 
or giant company is not really “illegal.” 
Experts say that an electronic system 
IS an easy tool for “breaking and enter­ 
ing” because it does what it’s told and 
can be programmed to cover the thief’s

tracks. As the intricate computers per­ 
form faster and faster, telescoping sev­ 
eral bookkeeping operations into one, 
fewer details appear on print-outs 
(pmted records of the computer’s ac­ 
tivities). Thus, if a thief changes a pro­ 
gram to include, say, a $50,000 phony 
payment to an accomplice, then 
switches the program back to its orig­ 
inal, there would be no printed evidence 
of the bogus item that can be traced. 
Also, so much record keeping is cen­ 
tralized in a computer’s brain that a 
talented larcenist can pull off a sizable 
haul with only a few seconds at the 
machine and the ability to instruct it. 
A wide variety of ingenious tech­ 
niques have been resorted to in fooling 
the Brain. Some prime examples; 
• In Salinas, Calif., an accountant 
plundered $1,000,880 from his com­ 
pany during a six-year period by re­ 
cording in the computer higher pay­ 
ments for raw material than his 
company actually paid. Craftily, the 
accountant had the computer assign the 
extra cash to his own dummy firm, 
• Last year, a chief teller at a New 
York savings-bank branch was charged 
With salting away more than $1.5 mil- 
IiOT from the bank’s deposits. He was 
said to have cleverly shuffled hundreds 
of inactive accounts, feeding false in­ 
formation into the bank’s computer so 
that the accounts always appeared up 
to date whenever quarterly interest pay­ 
ments came due. 
• Incredibly, someone was able to 
manipulate Penn Central 
Railroad 


computers to divert 277 freight cars, 
worth $1 million, to a small Illinois 
railroad and hide them there. 
® 
weekend a quiet employee 
in charge of computer cards at a bro­ 
kerage firm went to his office. There, he 
arranged for computers to gradually 
transfer $250,000 from his company’s 
account to his wife’s account by show- 
ing the money had been used to buy 
stock. This went on for eight years, and 
the employee was even promoted to 
vice president before his filching was 
discovered. 
• Unquestionably the most spec­ 
tacular case of swindle-by-computer 
was the infamous Fruity Funding Cor­ 
poration case last year. Over $2 billion 
in dummy life insurance policies on 
nonexistent pcraons were artfully pro­ 
grammed into company computen, 
and tapes printed out sham assets, all 
accept^ as legitimate by auditors. 
Policies were sold to other insurance 
compames for cash. To cover up the 
hocus-pocus further, fake death certifi­ 
cates were programmed into compu­ 
ters. Clearly, those magical machines 
turned out to be the key flimflam imple­ 
ments, used by Equity executives on a 
grander scale than ever before. 
What’s disturbing data-processing 
companies and big business is that 
fraud is so hard to detect. In the Equity 
Funding fiasco, the scandal exploded 
only after a former employee tipped off 
a Wall Street analyst. Usually, culprits 
are uncovered merely by accident 
rather than by audits. The New York 
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savings-bank embezzlement, for in­ 
stance, popped up after a police raid on 
a bookie joint. The poUce found records 
showing the chief teller had been bet­ 
ting as much as $30,000 a day. That led 
to his undoing. 
One Minneapolis programmer had 
siphoned off a small fortune from a 
bank by having the computer ignore 
overdrafts in his own account. This 
speculator was apprehended only be­ 
cause the computer broke down and 
the bank’s accounts had to be checked 
manually. 
How to prevent such automated rip- 
offs? Not surprisingly, the menace has 
generated a data-security industry com- 
p o ^ of about 20 private companies, 
and IBM has launched a $40 million re­ 
search program to thwart frauds. Ail 
and computer 
audits have been introduced in efforts 
to make the machines crime proof. 
A 
top computer 
manufacturer. 
Honeywell, Inc., recently devised a 
sc^m e caUed Multics that restricts the 
total amount of information available 
to imy urer. In addition, every person 
with access to a computer will have to 
Identify himself by a combinaUon of 
passwords and project numbers. “We’re 
plugging some of the holes in the old 
system,” says Jerry Lobell. manager of 
Honeywell s data-security task force. 
Still, according to Stanford research 
engineers, it will take at least five years 
maybe ten, to develop wholly invulner- 
systems. Meanwhile, smart crooks 
keep honing their skills. Convicts can 
even enroU in helpful computer courses 
offered as job training in many prisons. 
On the bright side, there’s the curious 
case of Jerry Schneider, a 25-yearK)ld 
cnguteer who concocted a gimmick for 
°™emg expensive equipment from a 
West Coast company through its com­ 
puter by punching the right beep tones 
on his own touch phone. In three years 
he acquired about Si million worth, 
Ktting up his own business to sell the 
lOTt-until a disgruntled confederate 
blew the whisUe that landed Schneider 
m jail. 


Out on probation, Jerry Schneider 
has gone legitimate, now counseling 
clients on how to safeguard their com- 
putcrs against
